Transparent Grape Juice. 


Probably the most favored grape 
juices of commerce are those which 
are transparent. Home grape juices 
‘which contain solids will grow muddy 
as they age. 

In & cook book which tells how to 
use grape juice for various prepara- 
tions there is the following recipe, un- 
der the heading “Transparent Grape 
Juice 

“Tf you wish a particularly clear 
grape juice, great care should be taken 
in the heating of the grapes, before 
pressing, and in the straining or filter- 
ing. Wash the grapes and pick them 
from the stems. Crush the grapes well 
and _place in a bag. Hang the bag 
up securely and twist it, or let two 
persons take hold, one at each end, 
and press out the juice. Place the juice 
in a double boiler or in a large enam- 
eled pan or kettle in a pan of hot water 
and heat the juice gradually until it 
steams; if a deeper color is desired, 
heat to the eimmer point. 
it boil. 

“If you wish the juice extra clear, 
let it now stand twenty-four hours to 
settle. Carefully remove juice from

“Then pour into clean bottles, not 
too full, as the heat expands the juice; 
place the filled bottles in a steamer or 
wash boiler. protected by a thin board 
or rack, fill boiler with cold water to 
within one inch of top of bottles, and 
gradually heat until about to simmer.
